He fpeaks of our prefent Peace in the fame generai 
Terms, throughout his whole Performance, and | hear- 
tily with that it may deferve the fine Epithets, which He 
hath beftow’d upon it; but We have heard fo much of 
thablifo’d Tranquility, advantageous Situati ms, univerfal 
Peace and Quiet, for feveral Years paft, amidft conti-

It is well known 
that the French Court hath even lately taken no fmall 
Pains to obftruét that Order of Suc-efion, which the Em- 
peror hath endeavoured to eftablifh by the pragmatick 
SanGion. This, perhaps, may be thought a Reafon for 
our Guaranty of it; but it cannot furely be call'd a 
Meafure, which hath given Satisfaction to a// the Priz- 
ces of Europe, or laid the Foundation of a /afting and uni- 
verfal Peace; for this Writer Himfelf feems to own 
that Great Britain and the States General are the only 
Powers, who immediately a& in Favour of the pragma- 
tick Sanétion 5 and though bis Imperial Majefty may de- 
fre no frenger Guaranty, or though it foews the Repu- 
tation of our Faith and our Power; yet if France and 
Spain, in Conjunétion with fome otber Princes, fhould be 
difpofed to defeat this Succefion, upon the Demife of the 
prejent Emperor, 1 do not ‘apprehend how the Peace of 
Exrope could be abfolutely fecur'd, without a vaft Ex- 
peace of Blood and Treafure. 

This Writer, perhaps, may treat all fuch Apprehenfions 
as chimerical; but 1 with They may not prove much 
better grounded than his fanguine Hopes ard Aflurances ; 
for though He fells us that al/ the Princes of Europe 
are perfectly fatiifyd with their refpedive Conditions in 
this mew Plan of Power ; yet He owns, in another Place, 
that the Court of Spain is grown very coo}, at leaft, as to 
the pragmatick SanGive; and every Body knows that 
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fent, and it may be expeéted that ould take a lite 
tle Notice of fome other Parts of this Gentleman's Pers 
formance. 
_He endeavours to thew the Advantage of our prefent 
Situation, by comparing the laft Freaty of Vienna with 
the Treaties of Ryfwick and Utrecht. 
I am.willing to allow that King William labour’d um- 
der very great Difficulties, during the lattef Part of his 
Life, having a powerful Party to ftruggle with at home 
and a moft formidable Enemy to encounter abroad. A 
the fame Time, the Parliament was far from being at 
his Devotion, or fo liberal of their Supplies as /gme Par- 
liaments have fince been to other Princen, who had not 
the fame Occafions. Yet notwithftanding all thefe Dif- 
advantages and the general ill Succefs of his Wars, “H¢ 
made a Peace upon very. bonsurable Terms, and yeco- 
vered by Treaty what He had loft in the Field; fo that 
his Refie€tions on the Peace of Ryfwick are unjult, and 
if ~ Ww: vy on the other Side, had made fo free wi 
it, He would certainly have had Popery and Facobiti 
thrown in his Teeth. ‘ Py: Forties 
The Treaty of Partition ws, indeed, a fatal Slip in 
the Politicks of that Reign, and laid the Foundation of 
that dreadful War, which broke out in the gext, by un- 
dertakirg to di/pofe of Dominions, which did net beloag 
to us but methinks He might have pafs'd over shiz 
Treaty in Silence fora certain Reafon, which I necd not 
explain to Him. 
As for the Treaty of Utrecht, I have frequently 
own’d the Defects of it in feveral Particulars ; but “I aty 
far from thinking it fo bad as He hath reprefented it, 
or even inferior to any Tresty fince; not excepting the 
Hagiver Allyance, the Treaty of Sevti’e, or that great 
Mafterpiece of Negotiation, wpon which He hath be- 
ftow'd fuch lavifh Encomiums. / 
"The Want of a fufficient Diftrift of Ground round 
the Fortre's of Gibralter is one Defeé&t, which hath a}- 
ways been acknowledged in thot Treaty; but is that De- 
feét fupply’d in the Jrefent Yreaty, or im any of thofg 
rumercits cups, wiictrhave been made fince that Time ¢ 

It is likewife objeéted to the Treaty of Utrechr, but 
the Neutrality of \taly was left precarious, by putting 
Sicily into the Hands of the Duke of. Savoy, whe oa; 
not able to maintain it, and thereby inciting the Spani- 
ards to break the Peace of Europe-—Well! and how ig 
this Matter rémedied by the /ate Treatiene Why the 
Neutrality of Italy is fecured againft the Attempts’ of 
the Spariards, by putting Dex Cerlos into Poffefiion of 
Tufcany, Parma and Placentia. 
There are two other Charges againft the Treaty of 
Utrecht, which feema little extraordinary at this Tima, 
~ One is, that the Iiland of Santa Lucia was not fo much 
as zamed in that Treaty, and only provided for j 
general Terms, which our Author calls /o/e and ‘iafg- 
nificant; though They are, at leaft, full as comprehenfive 
as Tho, by which Gibraltar is fiid to be fecared to ys 
in the Treaty of Seville, and in all our fubjeguent Trea- 
ties; for that Fortré/s is not fo muth as once nemed ‘1m 
any of them, nor have We been able to obtain a /pecj- 
fical Renunciation of it from che Spaniards, after al! ‘hg 
bad Things We have borne from Them, without Reprifals, 
and al} the good Things We have done for Them, with- 
out Retribution. ' : 
The other Charge againft the Treaty of Utrecbr, which 
I think fomewhat unfeafonab’e at preient, is, that fufii- 
cient Care was not taken of our Briti® Merchants. We 
are told that this Defect was aftc;wards fupply’d by his 
late Majeffy; and therefore I fhould be glad to be ja- 
formed by this Writer to what Caufes all the fubfequeps 
Hardhhips and Sufferings of our Merchant; have betn 
owing ; but I am really furpriz-d that his Patres does 
not lay a firi&’ Injunétion upon Him not to touch vpon 
that tender Point, or fo much as mention the Cafe gf 
our Britife Merchants, upon any Occafion. =:

France hath openly oppos’d it, though He does not fcru- 
ple to affert that there are mo Powers at all, who ai a- 
gainft it; by which I fuppofe He means that They have 
not yet made Ule of Force; but can He fee no Proba- 
bility of fuch am Attempt, whenever the Contingency 
fhall happen?

A- 
mity between the Princes of Europe, which this Writer 
ode the Subjeét of fo much Exultation; yet I am 
willing to allow that no Mini/fer could poflibly with for 
amore fortunate Concurrence of Incidents in his Favour 
than That, which ferms the prefent Conjunéture; for 
not to infift on the Death of jfeveral Princes, within 
thefe twenty Years palit, and the perfonal CharaGers 
of Thefe, who now fill fome of the greateft Thrones 
in Europe, I will venture to give my Opinion that the 
Difturban:es in Savoy upon King Vifor's Abdication, the 
Contelts in France between the Court and the Par/ia- 
ment, the Spanifh Crufade againft the Infidels of Bar- 
dary, and fome other accidental Advantages, which could 
neither be forefeen, nor expeéted, give us a fairer Prof- 
pe&t of ‘Tranquility than all our Negotiations and Trea- 
ties for feveral Years p»ft. 

This Writer therefore might have {pared the greateft 
Part of his perfonal Panegyrick; but as He feems to think 
Himfelf bound in Duty and Gratitude not only to give

Edinburth, Fuly 17. Yeferday dy'd, afiera few Days 
Mnefs, at her Lodgings in the Abbey-Hill, her Grace E- 
lizabeth, Senior Dutchefs Dowager of Gordon, Daughter 
of Henry Duke of Norfolk of the Kingdom of England, 
and Grandmother to his Grace the prefent Duke of Gor- 
don. 

On Saturday laft his Majefty’s Plate of roo Guineas 
was run for on the Sands of Leith; four Horfes ftarted,

LONDON, ‘July 29. 

Borough of Southwark, ‘July 18. About two o° Clock 
this Day two Men on Horleback rode thro’ the High 
Street of the Borough of Southwark, armed, one with a 
fhort Gun in his Hand, and the other with a Piftol, who, 
by Reafon of their extraordinary Pofture, were fulpected 
to be Highwaymen, and therefore were {oon difmounted 
and taken, tho’ not without great Refiftance; and being 
brought before Sir John Lade, Bart. and John Nicholas, 
Efq; two of his Majefty’s Juftices of the Peace for the 
County of Surrey, and being by them order’d to be 
fearched, there were found in the Pocket of one of them, 
who goes by the Name of Mofes, alias William Johnfon 
(befides the Gun above-named, which was loaded with 
Slugs) two Piftols loaded with Bullets, two Butcher's 
Knives, and fome Deer's Fat; and in the other Man's 
Pocket, who goes by the Name of Robert Hill, and fays 
he isa Carpenter by Trade, a Piftol loaded with a Bul- 
let, which before he furrender’d, he divers Times en- 
deavour'd to fire. Upon their Examination they appear 
wo be Dear-Svealers, and had that Morning ftole out of 
Beddington Park, late Sir Nicholas Carews, two fat 
Bucks, asthey had fome Time before a Pricket, a Doo, 


and a Fawn from Wight Woolley, 
The Numbet of this ue 
ftole Deer ott of En Chace, a Park between E 
Ham and Romford, another near Eaft Barnet, and out 
of two Parks near Walthamftow and near the Forelt, 
and have been twice in Sir Gregory Page’s Park, and have 
len Deer Times without Number out of Epping 
orreR. Two of this Gang are fufpeéted to be ont- 
law'd, and one of them formerly was a Keeper under 
General Pepper. They weie committed to the County 
Gao! of Surrey by the Jullices above-named, where they 
now remain, in order to be try’d at next Affizes. 
On Thurfday fe’nnight James Borthwick, late Book- 
keeper to Meff. Thomas and Richard Jeffreys, was taken, 
io Company with his Brother David Borthwick, a Jour- 
neyman Tallow-Chandler, at the Cock and Coach in 
Chelmsford, with the Bank Notes and moft of the Cah 
upon him which the faid Meff. Jeffreys was robb’d of 
the Day before; alfo feveral promiffory Notes, three 
Gold Rings, a Silver Watch and Chain a Snuff-box, 
and the Copy ot Mr. Thomas Jeffrey’s Freedom ; there 
were found upon David Brorhwick one of the Cafes of 
Piftols, and a Silver hilted Sword. They were taken by 
Mr. Swain, a Peruke-maker in Brentwood, who followed 
them all Night, they having walk’d all the Bye-ways 
from the grand Road till they ¢ame to Chelmsford, 
where they had hired Horfes to go for Colchefter; be- 
ing earried before the worfhipful Captain Bruce, James 
Borthwick made an ample Confeffion, and fign’d it, but 
would fain have excus’d his Brother David from being 
concern’d in the Faét. 

We hear that the Right Hon. the Lord Vifcount Gace 
lately complain’d to the Lords of the Treasury then 
fitting, that one of the Perfons now put in as Receiver of 
the late Earl of DerwentwaTer’s forfeited Eftate 
(which Perfon h:d alfo formerly been in the /ame Capa- 
city over the forfeited Eftates of the Sovth Sea Dire€ors) 
was guilty of receiving feveral Sums of Money, which he 
had not accoun:ed for, by which the Publick was greatly 
injured. 

Tuelday in the Afternoon a Fire broke out in the 
Cook Room of the St. Paul of Hamburgh, Ifaac Peter- 
fen, Mafler, lying off Tower Wharf, taking in Goods for 
Hamburgh. It happen’d at high Water, and tho’ fhe 
was the fecond Ship in the Teer of Six, moft Ham- 
burghers, they foon got her out, without damaging any 
of them. She had on toard fome Copperas, Oil, and a 
few other Goods, fome of which were faved, and the 
Ship, after burning her Rigging, and a great Part of her 
Hu'l abaft, was funk, to prevent the Fire fpreading any 
farther. 

Tuefday a Proclamation was publified, prohibitirg his 
Majefty’s Su! jeéts from trading to the Bait Indies, contrary 
to the Liberties and Privileges granted to the Eaft India 
Comp:ny, aud from befng unlawfully concern'd in any 
Foreign Company or Society trading to the Eaft Indies. 

On Tuefday Nght laft the Affizes ended for the 
County of Hertford; when the four following Perfons 
were capitaly convi€ted, viz. Thomas Grimes, John 
Greenwood, and Leonard Hartley for Murder, in fhoot- 
ing a Warrener, 2nd Stephen Gordon fora Robbery on 
the Highway. There were but two other Priioners 
try'd, and both acquitted. 

On Wednefday lait Robert E!lement, alias Country Bob, 
was executed at Tyburn for a Burglary ; Daniel Tip- 
ping, the other Perfon who was inthe Dead Warrant, 
having, by the Interceffion of feveral of the Nobility, 
obtained a Reprieve; fome Circumftances appearing in 
his Tryal which greatly contributed thereto. 

Thurfday a Court of Common Council was held at 
Guildhall, when it was refolved that for the future the 
Place of Keeper of Newgate fhould be at the Difpofi!
